I went to read further from the last line of that page and the next few 
lines of the next page: 

"The following groups were kept entirely isol.ied: The munbers of the 
so-enlled 'Punishment-Companies! ('Strafkompanicn'}, who were in 2 concen- 
tration c-mp for a second time and after about 1937 2lso the 'Bibelforscher', 
Members of the * Punishrient—Companiest were such pris.ners who had committed 


disciplinary or slight offenses against the camp reguintions. The following 
Groups lived separately but could mix with the .thcr groups during the day, 
vither while working or while strolling through the camp: Political priscners, 
Jews, anti-Socixrls, Gypsies, Felons, Homosexuals, and before 1937 also the 
Bible—Researchers,." 

I refer also to Document No. 1531-P5 This is not in the Document Book; 
USA Exhibit No. 248, which is already in evidence, This was an order by the 
RSHA in 1942, authorizing third-degree methods against Jehovah's Witnesses, 
hat was read by Colonel Storey, 

I now turn to acts of suppression in the anrccced and occupied territories, 
In Austria, Bishop Paulus Rusch of Innsbruck has written an illuminating re- 


on this subject. I offer this sworn stateent in evidence--3278-PS, USA 


Exhibit Na 569. This is 2 report on the fighting of National Socialism in the

apostolic idministration of Innsbruck-řoldkirch, of Tyrol and Vorarlberg, 
In this the Bishop declares, and I start on the first page of the English text 
and of the German translations; 

"\fter having seized power Nationalsocialism immediately showed the ten- 
dency to exclude Church from publicity," 
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THE PRESIDENT: Dontt go too fast. 

COL. “HEELER: That is 3278-rS. The expression "Publicity"—-this was 
written in English by the Bishop-—-cvidently means "public activities." I 
continue with the quote; 

"nit 'Corpus Christit in 1938 the customary solemn procession was for- 
bidden, In the Summer of the same year all ecclesiastical schools and kinder- 
gartens were disbanded, Daily newspapers and weckly review of Christian 
thinking were likewise removed, In the same years all kinds of ecclesiastical 
organizations, ¿specially youth organizations such as Boy Scouts, were dis- 
banded, all activity forbidden, 

"The effect of these prohibitions came soon: The clergy took opposition 
against than, they could not do otherwise, Then a great wave of priest- 
arrests followed, about = fifth of them were cvertually arrested. Reasons 
for arrests were: 

"1, The tPulpit-p-ragraph. t hen Party actions were menticned œ 
criticized even in the humblest manner, 

"2. The !practice of the! care cf Young people, a specially heavy 
prohibition was given in November 1939. Children's or Youth's ksss œ 
Services were forbidden, Religion or Fnith-lessions were not allowed to be 
given in the Church except lessons of preparing for First Communion or 
Confirm.tion, Teaching of religion at school was very often forbidden with- 
out any reason. 

"The priest, according to his conscience could not follow this public 
proscritpion and this explained the great number of arrests of priests, 


Finally, the priests were errested on account of their tcaritative! work, 


It was for instance forbidden to give anything to foreigners or prisoners, 


A priest wrs arrested because he gave a cup of coffve and bread to two 
hungry Dutchmen, This 'Caritative! act wes seen to favor elements foreign 
to the race, 

"In 1939 ond 1940 a new activity began. Cloisters and abbeys were 


seized, disbanded ond mony churches belonging to them 
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closed. Among these two nun=convents were disbanded: the clister of 


the Dominican-sisters of Kludenz and that of the 'Perpetual Adoration! 
of Innsbruck. In the latter, the Sisters were dragged, one by one, 
out of the cloister, by the 'Gestapo'. In the same way ecclesiastical 
property such as Association=Houses, Parish and Youth=Homes were seized, 
à list of these closed churches, disbanded cloisters, and ecclesiastical 
institutions is attached, 

"Despite all these measures, the results were not satisfactory. 
Then priests not only were arrested, but also deported to concentration 
campSe Eight priests of Tyrol and Vorarlberg have been imprisoned, 
among them the Provicar Monsiznore Dre Charles Lampert. One died there 
on account of the ill treatment, the others returnede Provicar Lampert 


was released but required to remain in Stettin, where later he was 


rearrested and executed in November 19h), after having been condemned 


to death by secret proceedinzgse"™ 

There is attached to this report a throc-and-aehalf page list 
entitled "List of Churches, convents, monasteries and ecclesiastical 
objects of Tyrol and Vorarlberg, scized respectively, confiscated, 
further of the Institutions, confessional schools, etc, disbandede" 
Unless the Tribunal requires it, I will not read these names, 

I offer in evidence 327-'S, USA Exhibit Noe 570, received from 
Cardinal Innitzer of Vienna, anc authenticated by hime This is the 
first joint Postoral Letter of the Archbishops and Bishops of Austria, 
after liberation, dated October 17, 1945. I quote from page l, second 

aragraph of the English and German texts, which sums up the Nazi 
conspirators! campaign in Austrias 

"A war which has raged terribly and horribly, like none other in 
past epochs of the history of humanity, is ~b an end, At an end also 
is an intellectual battle, the goal of which was the destruction of 
Christianity and church among our peoples a campaign of lies and 
treachery against truth anc. love, against civine and hunen rights, and 
against international lawe" 


I quote further from the fourth and following para 


- 2261 = 
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"Direct hostility to the church was revealed in regulations 
gainst orders and monasteries, Catholic schools and institutions, 
against religious foundations and activitics, against the buildings 
of ecclesiastical houses and institutions; without the least right 
to defend themselves they were declared enemies of both people and 
state and their existence cestroyede 

"Religious instrvetion and education of children and youth were 
purposely limited, frequently entirely prevented. They encouraged 
in every manner all efforts hostile to religion and the church and 
thus sought to rob the children and youth of our people of the most 
valuable treasure of holy faith and of true morality born of the 
Spirit of Gode Unfortunately the attempt su..ceeded in innumerable 
cases to the permanent damage of young pecrlce 

"Spiritual care of souls in churches and ecclesiastical houses, 
in hospitals and other institutions was seriously obstruetecde Fs was 
made ineffectual in the Armed Forces and żn the Babor Service in the 
sending of youth to the country and beyond that even in individual 
families and anong numcrous persons, to sq nothing of the prohibition 
of spiritual ministration to people of another nationality and of 
other raceSe 

"How often was the Divine Service as such, also sermons, folk 
missions, communion days, retreats, processions, pilgrimages limited, 
for the most impossible reasons, and made entirely impossiblce 

"Catholic literature, newspapers, periodicals, church papers,

religious writings were stopped, books and libraries destroyed. 


"What an injustic occurred in the dissolution of many Catholic 
socicties in the destruction of numerous church activiticse 


"Incivicual Catholic anc Christian belicvers whose religious 


allegedly free, were spied upon, criticized on account 


of their belief, scorned on account of their Christian activity. How 


many loyal officials, tauchersy public and private employees, laborers, 
businessmen and artisans, indeed even peasants were put under pressure 
and terrore Many lost their jobs, some were pensioned off, others 
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dismissed without pension, de: noted, deprived of their real professional 
activity. Often oughy such people who remained loyal to their 
convictions were discriminated against, condemned to hunger or tortured 
in concentration caps. Christianity and the chureh were continually 
sccerned and exposed to hatrad, 

"The apostasy movement found every assistance. Every opportunity 
was used to induce many to withdraw from the church," 

In assessing responsibility for these aets of suppression in 
Austria, the Court will recall that the Defendant von Schirach was 

Gauleiter of Vienna from 1940 to I))5, 

I now come to the acts of suppression in Czechoslovakia, whore, 
the Court will recollect, the Defendant von Ne urath was Reich Protector 
for Bohemia and Moravia from 1939 to 1913, and was suceceded by the 


Defendant Frick, These acts have been summarized in an official Czech 


Government reporte I offer in evidence 998=PS, USA Exhibit No, 91, 


already in evidence, These are excerpts not previously read or referred 
to from the Czech official report for the prosecution and trial of the 
German major war criminals by the International Military Tribunal 
established according to the agreement of the four great Powers of 
August 8, 195. Since this is en official Goverment document or report 
of one of the United Nations, I ask that-the Tribunal take judicial 
notice of it under Article 21 of the Charter, and I suggest thet I be 
permitted to summarize rather than read ite 

It describes the maltreatment of Catholic priests =- 487 of whom 
were sont to concentration cams as hostages =- dissolution of religi- 
ous orders, suppression of religious instruction in Czech schools, 
Suppression of Catholic wecklics and monthlics, dissolution of the 
Catholic gymnastic organization of 800,000 members, and seizure of 
Catholic church property, It de ibes the entire prohibition of the 
Cacchoslovak National Church and confiscation of 
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all its property in Slovakia, ond its crippling in Bohemia. The report 
describes the severe restriction on freedom of preaching by the Protest- 
ants, and the persecution and imprisonment and execution of ministers 
‘and suppression of Protestant church youth organizations and theological 
schools, and shows the complete subordination and later dissolution of the 
Czech Orthodox Church. It states that all Evangelical teachers lost 
their employment. 

he repressive measures adopted by the Nazi conspirators in Poland 
arainst the Christian Church were even more drastic and sweening. 

The Vatican documents now to be introduced describe persecutions of 
the Catholic Church in Poland into three areas: First, the Incornorated 
Territories, especially the Wartheczau; second, the Gouvernment General; 
and third, the Incorporated Eastern Territories. 

The Court will recall thet the incorporated territories comprised 
territories acljacent to the old Reich, chiefly the Reich District Warthe- 
land or Warthegau, which included particularly the cities of Poznan and 
Lodz, and the Reich district Danzig, Jest Prussia. 

The occupied Polish territories, which were orranized into the 
Gouvernnent General, comprised the remainder of Poland, seized by the 
German forces in 1939, snd extendinp to the new boundary with the Soviets, 
formed at that time, This included ‘arsaw and Cracow. After the Nazis 
attacked the Union of Soviet Socialist Renublies in June 1941, the parts 
of old Poland lying further to the Fast and then overrun were included 
in the so-calle’? Occupied Eastern Territories. 

For the purnose of tyine in the defondants' responsibility for the 
persecutions occurrine in their respective areas, the Court will bear in 
mind that the defendant Frick was the official chiefly responsible for 
the reorganization of the Eastern territories, The defendant Frank was 
head of the Gouvernment General from 1939 to 1945. The defendant Seyss- 
Inquart was Deputy Governor General there from 1939 to 1940. And the 
defendant Rosenberr was Reich Minister for the Occupied Eastern Territories 


from July 17, 1941, to the end, 
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I now offer in evidence Document Number 3263=PS, USA Exhibit 
, 


Number 571, headed "Memorandum of the Secretariate of State to the German 


Embassy regarding the Religious Situation in the "Wartherau', October 8, 
1942", This document bears a certificate of euthenticity from the Vatican, 
signed by the Papal Secretary of Extraordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs, 
corresponding to that accompanying 3261-PS, read in evidence a few minutes 
agoe Unless the Court requires otherwise, I surrcst that it is not 
necessary to read each of these series, which are all similar tc 
other. I quote from 5263-PS, the first nararranhe 

"For quite a lone time the religious situation in the rerion called 
“artheraut gives cause for very grave and ever-increasing anxiety. 
There, in fact, the Frisconate has been little by little almost completely 
eliminated; the scor md regular clergy have been reduced to proportior. 
hat are absolutely inadequate, because they have been in large part 
deported and exiled; the education of clerics has been forbidden; the 
Catholic education of youth is meetine with the greatest oppositions the

nuns have been lispersed; insurmountable obstacles have been nut in the 
way of affording peonle the helps of religion; very many churches have 
been closed; Catholic intellectual and charitahle institutions have been 
lestroyeds ecclesiastical property has been seized." 

On March 2, 1948, the Cardinal Secretary of State addressed to the 
defendant von Ribbentrop, Foreien Minister of the Reich, a note setting 
forth in etail the persecutio of Bishons, priests and other 
ecclesiastics an suppression > exercise of religion in the occupied

other Polish provinces subject to Geranny". It bears a Vatican certific 


of authenticity like that of S261-PS, It is sined L.Card.Mazlione,. 
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I quote from this note, startinrc with Pare l, the third paracranh of 
the English mimeogzraphed text and of the German translations 

"The place where, above all, the religious situation, by its 
unusual gravity, calls for srecial consideration is the territory called 
the 'Reichsgou “artheland', 

"Six bishops resided in that region in Aucust 1939; now there is 
left only onee 

"The Bishop of Lodz (Litzmannstadt) and his Auxilisry were, in the 
course of the year 1941, confined first in a small district of the 
diocese and then expelled and exiled in the "Generalgouvernment,! 

"4nother Bishop, Mere Michacl Kozal, Auxiliary and Vicar General of 
Wladislavia, was arrested in the autumn of 1939, detained for some time 
in a prison in the city and later in a religious house in Lad, and 


finally was transferred to the

concentration camp at Dachau. 

"Since His Eminence the Cardinal Archbishop of Gniezno and Poznan and the 

~ 
Bishop of Wladislavia, who had gone away during the period of military 
operations, were not allowed to return to their Sees, the only Bishop who now 
remains in the 'Warthegau* is His Excellency Igre Valentine Dymek, Auxiliary 
of Poznan; and he, at least up to November 1942, was interned in his ow 
house e" 
pass now to Page 2, fourth paragraph of the English text, the fifth 

paragraph of the German text: 

"If the lot of their Excellencies the Bishops has been a source of anxiety 
for the Holy See, the condition of an immense number of priests and religious 
has caused it and still causes it no less grief. 

"In the territory now calied 'Warthegau', more than two thousand priests 
exercised their ministry before the wa they are now reduced to a very 
small number. 

"According to accounts received from various quarters by the Holy See, 
in the first months of the military occupation not a few members of the 
secular clergy were shot or otherwise put to death, while others =- some 
hundreds - were imprisoned or treated in an unseemly manner, being forced 
into employments unbecoming their state and exposed to scornand derision. 

"Then, while humbers of ecclesiastics were exiled or constrained in 
some other way to take refuge in the 'General-gouvernment!, many others were 
transferred to concentration campse At the beginning of Uctober 194l, the 
priests from the dioceses of the tWarthegau! detained in Dachau already 
numbered several hundreds; but their number increased considerably in that 
month following a sharp intensification of police measures which culmimted 
in the imprisonment and deportation of further hundreds of ecclesiastics. 
Entire 'Kreise! (districts) remained thus completely deprived of.clergy. 

In the city of Poznan itself the spiritual care of some 200,000 Cathclics 
remained in the hands of not more than four priests. 

"No less painful was the fate reserved for the regular clerzy. Many 
religious were shot or otherwise killed; the great majority of the others 


were imprisoned, deported or expelled. 
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"In the same way, far-rcaching measures were taken against the institutions 
preparing candidates for the ecclesiastical statce The diocesan seminaries 


of Gniezno and Posnan, of Wladislavi and of Lodz were closed. The seminary 


in Poznan for the training of priests destined to work among Polish Catholics 
abroad was also closed. 

"The novitiates and houses of formation of the religious Orders and 
Congregations were closed. 


"Not even the Nuns were able to contime their charitable activities 


without molestation, For them were sct up a Special concentration camp at 


Bojanowo, where towards the middle of 194l about four hundred sisters were 
interned and employed in manual labor. To a representation of the Holy Sce 
made through the Apestolic Nunciature in Berlin your Reichministry for F 
Affairs replied in the Memorandum Pole ITI 1886 of September 28 of the 

year, that it was only question of a temporary measure, taken with the consent 
of the Reichslieutenant for Yartheland, in order to supply the lack of housing 


for Folish Catholic Sisters, n the same memorandum it was admitted that

as a result of reorganization of charitable institutions many Catholic sisters 
were without employnento 

"But, in spite of the fact that this measure was declared to be temporary, 
it is certain that towards the end o G ome hundreds of Nuns were still 
interned at Bojenowoe t is es lished ths i me time the religious 
were Æœ®prived even of spiritual help. 

"Likewise in the matter of education and religious instruction of youth, 
no attention was paid in the 'ifarthegau! to the rights of the Catholic Church. 

"All the Catholic schools were suppresscd." 

I turn now to Page h-- 

THE PRESIDENT: who was the Foreign Minister of the Reich at the time

COLONEL WHEELER: The defendant von Ribbentrope 

THE PRESIDENT: Ribbentrope 

COLONEL WHESSLER: I turn to Page l, the tenth paragraph of the English 
text, Page 5, fourth paragraph of the German text: 
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"The use of the Polish language in sacred functions, and even in the 
Sacrament of Penanes, was forbidcene Moreover-- and this is a matter 
worthy of special mention and is at variance with the natural law and with 
the dispositions accepted by the legal systems of all nations--for the 
celebration cf marriage between Poles the minimum age limit was fixed at 
28 years for men and 

"Catholic action was so bac hit as to be completely destroyed. The 
National Instituto, which was at the head of the whole Catholic Action 
Movement in Poland, was suppressed; as a result all the associations 
belonging to it, which were flcurishing, as well as all Catholic cultural] al, 
charity and social service institutions were abolished. 

"In the whole of the "Warthezau! there is no longer any Catholic press 
and not even a 

"Grave measures were repeatedly taken with regard to ecclesiastical 
property e 

"Many of the churches closed to public worship were turned over to 
profane useSe From such an- insult not even the Cathecr: of Gnicane, 
Poznan, Wladisiavia and Lodz were spared ope esidences were 
confiscated, the real sate belonging to th ninaries, convents, diocesan 
museums, libraries and Church 

I pass now to the third full paragraph on Page 5, a two-line paragraph: 

"Even before ecclesiastical property was affected, the allowances to the 
clergy had been abolishede" 

Now, reading from Page 6, tne fourth full paracraph of the English text: 

"The administrative regulations published by the Lieutenant's office 
for the application of the Ordinance c yotember 13, 1941 made the situation 


the Catholics in that regionstill more difficult. 


"For example, on November 19, 194l cane a decree of the 
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Reichslieutenant by which among other things it was set forth that, as 
from the previous September 13, the property of the former juridical 
persons of the Roman Catholic Church should pass over to the 
'Romischkatholischen Kirche deutscher Nationalist im Reichsgau Wartheland! 
in so far as, on the request of the above-mentioned 'Religionsgesellschaft' 
such property shall be recognized by the Reichslieutenant as 'non=Polish 
property.' In virtue of this decree practically all the goods of the 
Catholic Church in the 'Yarthegau! were lost," 

Now I pass to page 7, the second full paragraph: 

"If we pass from the 'Warthegau' to the other territories in 
the east, we unfortunately find there, too, acts and measures against the 
rights of the Church and of the Catholic faithful, though they vary in 
gravity and extension from one place to another, 

"In the Provinces which were declared annexed to the German Reich 
and joined up with the Gaue of East Prussia, of Danzig-West Prussia 
and of Upper Silesia, the situation is very like that described above in 
regard to Seminaries, the use of the Polish mother-tongue in sacred 
functions, charitable works, associctions of Catholic action, the separation 
of the faithful according to nationality. There, too, one must deplore 
the closing of churches to public worship, the exile, deportation, the 
violent death of not a few of the Clergy (reduced by two-thirds in the 
diocese of Culma and by at least a third in the diocese of Katowice), the 
suppression of religious instruction in the schools, and above all the 
complete suppression in fact of the Lpiscopate, Actually, after the 
Bishop of Culma, who had left during the military operations, had been refusec 
permission to return to his diocese, there followed -- in February 1941 =-= 
the expulsion of the Bishop of Plock and his Auxiliary, who both died 
later in captivity; the Bishop, the wenerable octogenarian Mgr, Julian 
Anthony Nowowiejski died at Dzialdowo on May 28, 191, and the Auxiliary, 
Mgre leo Wetmanski, 'in a transit camp' on October 10th of the same year, 


"In the territory called the 'Gencralgouvernement' as in the 


Polish provinces which had been occupied by Soviet troops in the period 


between September 1939 and June 1941, the religious situation is such as to 
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pausing to describe the treatment meted out in many cases to the clergy 
(priests imprisoned, deported and even put to death), the confiscation 

of ecclesiastical property, the closing of churches, the suppression even 

of associations and publications of simply and exclusively religious 
character, the closing of the Catholic secondary and higher schools and of 
the Catholic University of Lublin, let it suffice to recall two series of 
specially grave measures: those wiich affect the Seminaries and those which 
weigh on the Episcopate, 

"When the buildings of the various Seminaries had been completely 
or in part occupied, the intention for some tine (November 1940-February 
1941) was to reduce these institutions for the training of priests to two -= 
those of Cracow and Sandomir; then the others were permitted to reopen, 
but only on condition that no new students were admitted, which in 
practice inevitably means th.t all these institutions will soon be closed," 

I skip one paragraph here. 

"Mention has several times been made already of ecclesiastics 
deported or confined in concentration camps. The majority of them were 
transferred to the Altreich, where their number already exceeds a thousand," 

THE PRESIDENT: What was the Altreich? 

COLONEL WHEELER: The Altreich is the Old Reich of Germany. 

THE PRESIDBNT: Yes. 

COLONEL WHEELER: "hen the Holy See asked that they should be 
liberated and be permitted to emigrate to neutral countries of Europe 
or America (190), the petition was refused; it was only promised that 


they should all be collected in the concentration camp at Dachau, that 


they should be dispensed from too hard labor, and that some should be permitted 


to say ass, which the others could hear, 

"The treatment of the ecclesiastics interned at Dachau, which, for 
a certain time, in 1941, was in fact somewhat mitigated, worsened again 
at the end of that year. Particularly sorrowful were the announcements 
which for many months, in 1942, came from that camp of the frequent deaths 


of priests, even of some young prists among them." 
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I pass ty two paragraphs: 

"Polish Catholics are not allow:d to contract marriage in the 
territory of sh Altreichs jast as requests for religious instruction or 
instruction iu preparation for Confession and Holy Cormunion for the 
children of these workers «re, in pri aciple, not 26 

Wait happened to complaints =- ¿ven from the Vatican -- as to 
religicve affairs in the overrun terri. srites is diszlosed in Document

I quote “rom pa, se ls 
the first paragraph of this letter, ard rerirc the Court that the 
Defendant Bormann was ät trat time Chief of the Nagi Party Chaacery, 
and that the defenders Kaltenbrunner was the chief of the Reichssicherheit<- 
hauptamt, tne RSHA. I quote from 3266-PS, beginning with the sixth line:

I also made a most forme! protest about then in globo in a document which, 


as spokesman of ¿Lll the Hierarchy, I sent to the supreme Ruler of the 
State and to the ‘inistries of the Reich on December 10, 1941. Not a word 
by way of answer has been sent to uss: 

"Your Eminence knows very well the greatest difficulty in the 


way of opening negotiations comes from the overruling authority 
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which the "National Socialist Party Chancery" exercises in relation to the 
„Chancery of the Reich ana to the single Reich Ministries. This Partei=Kanzlei 
directs the course to be followed by the State, whereas the Ministries and the 
auna of the Reich are obliged and compelled to adjust their decrees to 
these directions. Besides, there is the fact that the Supreme Office for the 
Security of the Reich, called the Reichssicherheitshauptamt enjoys an authority 
which precludes all legal action and all appeals. Under it are the Secret 
Offices for Public Security, called Geheime Staats-polizei, (a title shortened 
usually to Gestapo) of which there is one for each Province. Against the 
decrees of this Central Office and of the Secret Offices there is no appeal 
through the Courts, and no complaint made to the Ministries hasmy effect. 

Not infrequently the Councillors of the Ministries suggest that they have not 
been able to do as they would wish to, because of the opposition of these Party 
offices. As far as the executive power is concerned, the organization called 
the SS, that is Schutzstaffeln der Partei, is in practice supreme. 

"On a number of very grave and fundamental issues we have also presented 
our complaints to the Supreme Leader of the Reich, the Fuehrer. Either no answer 
is given, or it is apparently edited by the above-mentioned Party Chancery, 
which does not consider itgelf bound by the Concordat made with the Holy See,"

I now offer in evidence Document Number 3279-5, USA Exhibit 57). This is 
an excerpt from Charge Number 17 against the defendant Hans Frank, Governor 
General of Poland, entitled "Maltreatment and Persecution of the Catholic Clergy 
in the Western Provinces," submitted by the Polish Government under the terms 
of Article 21 of the Four-Power Agreement of August 8, 1945. This gives further 


figures indicating the extent of the persecution of priests. I quote:

In the diocese of Chelmno, where about 650 priests were installed 
before the war, only 3 percent were allowed to Stay, the 97 percent of them 
were imprisoned, executed or ut into concentration camps, 

os EE e By Jamary 194l about 700 priests were killed, 3,000 were in 
prison or concentration camps." 

I refer also to Document No, 3268-\-PS, USA Exhibit No, Ib; excerpts from 
the Allocution of Pope Pius XII to the Sacred Collere e 2, 1945, which has 
already been introduced into evidence and read very extensively. I shall 


not read from that again, This gives some very revcalin: fi-ures concerning 


the priests and lay brothers confined in the concentration camp at Dachau. 
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A copy of this book Mein Kampf was officially presented to all 
newly married couples in Cermany, and I nowhand to the Tribunal such a 


wedding present from the Nazis to the newlyweds of Germany. For the pur- 


a 
poses of the record it will be Exhibit Noe GB-123. The Tribunal will 


see that the dJecicztion on the fly-leaf of that copy reads: 

newly marrie< couple, Friedrich Rosebrock and Else Geborene 

with best wishes for a happy “nd blessed marriage. rresented by the 
Communal Administration on the occasion of their marriage on the lth 
of November, 19)C. For the Mayor, the Registrar." 

The Tribunal will see, at the bottom of the page opposite to the 
contents page, that that editicn of Mein Kampf, which was the 1945 ecition, 
brought the number of copies of Mein ampf published to 6,250,000. This 
was the scale upon which this book was distributed. It was blasphemously 
called "The Bibie of the German people." 

As a result of the efforts of the defendants ang their confederates, 
this book poisened a g neration and distorted the outlook of a whole 
people. 

As the SS General von den B: elewsky indicated yesterday, if you 
preach for years, as long əs ten ye ars, that the Slav peoples are in- 
ferior races and that the Jews are subhuman, then it must logically 
follow that the killing of millions of these human beings is accepted as 
a natural phenomenon. 

From “ein Kampf the way leads directly to the furnaces of Auschwitz 
and the gas chaabers of Maiconek. 

Vhat the commandments of Mein Kampf were I shall seek to indicate 
to the Tribunal by quotations from the book, which are set out in the ex- 
tracts which I trust are now before the Tribunal, and those extracts are 
set out in the order in which I shall, with the Tribunal's permission, 
refer to theme 

Now, these quotetions fall into two main categoriese The first 
category is that of gureral expreesion of Hitler's belief in the necessity 
of force as the means of solving international problems. The second 
category is the. of Hitler's more explicit declarations on the policy 


which Germany must pursue. 
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Most of the quotations in the second category come from the last 
three chapters, 13, 14, and 15, of Part II of Mein Kampf, in which 
Hitler's views on foreign policy were expounded; and the significance of 


that fact will be realized if the Tribunal looks at the German edition 


of wein Sampf, when the Tribunal will observe that Part II of Mein Kampf--- 


the second part of Mein Kampf--was first published in 1927, that is to 
say, less than two years after the Locarno Fact and within a few months 
of Germany's entry into the League of Nations. The date of the publica- 
tion of these passages, therefore, brands them as a repudiation of the 
policy of international cooperation embarked upon by Streseman, and as 

a deliberate cefiance of the attempt to establish, through the League of 
Nations, the rule of law in international affairs, 

First, I place before the Tribunal some quotations showing the 
general view held by Hitler ani accepted and propagated by the defendants 
about war and aggression gencrallye The first quotation, from 
of Mein Kampf, reads: 

"The soil on which we now live was not a gift bestowed by Heaven 
on our forefathers. But they had to conquer it by risking their lives. 
So also in the future our people will not obtain territory, and there- 
with the means of existence, as 2 favour from any other people, but will 
have to win it by the power of a triumphant sword." 

On page 145, Hitler revealed his own personal attitude toward wer. 
Of the years of peace before 191) he wrote: 

"Thus I used to think it an illedeserved siroke 
I hac arrived on this terrestrial globe, 
iead that my Life wceuld have to run its course 
lines." 

THE FRESIDENT: A little bit slower, please. 

MR. ELWYN JONES: I beg your Lordship's pardon. 

"as a boy I was anything but a pacifist and all attempts tc make 
me so turned out futile." 

Generally, Hitler wrote of war in this waye On page 162 we find: 

"In regard to the part played by humane feeling, Moltke stated that 


in time of war the essential thing is to get a decision as quickly as 
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possible and that the most ruthless methods of fighting are at the same 
time the most humanee When people attempt to answer this reasoning by 
highfalutin talk about aesthetics, etce, only one enswer can be given. 
It is that the vital questions involved in the struggle of a nation for 
its existence must not be subordinated to any aesthetic considerations." 
How faithfully these precepts of ruthlessness were followed by the 
defendants the rrosecution will prove in the course of this trial. 
assumption of an inevitable law of struggle for survival 
is linked up in Chapter II of book I of Mein Kampf, with the doctrine 
of Aryan superiority over cther races and the right of Germans in virtue 
of this superiority to dominate and use other pecples for their own ends. 
The whole of Chapter II of Mein Kam:f is dediested to this master race 
theory, and, indeed, many of the later Speeches of Hitler, his addresses 


to his generals, etc., were mainly repetitive of Chapter II. 
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If the Court will look at the extract from page 256, it reads as follows: 

"Had it not been possible for them to employ members of the inferior race 
which they conquered, the Aryans would never have been in a position to take 
the first steps on the road which led them to a later type of culture; just 


as, without the help of certain suitable animals which they were able to tame, 


they would never have come to the invention of mechenical power, which has 


subsequently enabled them to do without these beasts, 

"For the establishnent of superior types of civilization the members of 
inferior races formed one of the most essential prerequisites," 

And in a later passage in Mein Kampf, at page 3h, Hitler applies these 
general ideas to Germany: 

"Tf in its historical development", he writes, "the Germen people had 
possessed the unity of herd instinct by which other people have so mich 
benefited, then the German Reich would probably be mistress of the globe to-day e 
World history would have taken another course, and in this case no man can tell 


if whet many blinded pacifists hope to attain by petitioning 


oF 


whining end 

crying may not have been’reached in this way; namely, a peace which would not 
be based upon the waving of olive branches and tearful misery-mongering of 
pacifist old women, but a peace that would be guarenteed by the triumphant sword 
of a people endowed with the power to master the world and administer it in the 
service of a higher civilization," 

In these passages which I have quoted, the Tribunal will have noticed 
Hitler's love of war and scorn of those whom he described as pacifists, The 
underlying message of the whole of this book, which appears again and again, is, 
firstly, that the struggle for existence requires the organization and use of 
force; secondly, that the Aryan-German is superior to other races and has the 
right to conquer and rule them; thirdly, that dl doctrines which preach 
peaceable solutions of inter-national problems represent a disastrous weakness 
in a nation that adopts them. 

Implicit in the whole of the argument is a fundamental and arrogant denial 
of the possibility of my rule of law in international affairs, 

t is in the light of the general doctrines of Mein Kampf that I invite the 
Tribunal to consider the more definite passages in which Hitler deals with 
specific problems of German foreign policy. 


The very first page of the books contains a remarkable forecast of Nazi 
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"GermameAustria must be restored to the great German Motherlmd. And not, 


policy. It reads — page 1, column 1: 


indeed, on any grounds of economic calculation whatsoever, No, noe Even if the 
union were a matter of economic indifference, and even if it were to be 
disadventageous from the economic standpoint, still it ought to take place, 
People of the same bléed should be in the same Reich. The German people will 
have no right to engage in a colonial policy until they shall have brought all 
their children together in one State. When the territory of the Reich embraces 
all the Germans and finds itself unable. to assure then a livelihood, only then 
can the mord right arise, from the nced of the people, to acquire foreign 
territory. The plough is then the sword; and the tears of war will produce 
the caily bread for the gornations to come," 

Hitler, in this book, also roundly declareyv that the mere restoration 
of Germany4s frontiers as they were in 191 would be wholly insufficient for 

At page 553 he writes: 

"In regard to this point I should like to make the following statemnt: 
To demand that the 191 fronticrs should be restored is a glaring political 
absurdity that is fraught with such consequences as to make the claim itself 
eppear criminal, The confines of the Reich as they existec in 191) were 
thoroughly illogical; because they were not realy compiete, in the sense of

of the German nation, Nor were they reasonable, in view of 
geographical exigencies of military defence. They were not

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be persecuted by their contemporaries, but posterity will absolve 
them from all guilt for having demanded this offering from their 
people.” 

Then, the next quotation. Hitler writes, at page 557: 
"Germany will either become a world power or will not 
continue to exist at all. But in order to become a world power, 
it needs that territorial magnitude which gives it the necessary 

importance today and assures the existence of its citizens,' 

And finally, he writes: 

"We must take our stand on the principles already mentioned 
in regard to foreign policy, namely, the nece sity of bringing 
our territorial area into just proportion with the number of pur 
population. From the past we can learn only one lesson, and 


that is that the aim which is to be pursued in our political 


conduct m e twofolc mely: (1) the acquisition of territory 


o 


our ioreign policy and (2) the establishment 

of a new and uniform foundation as the objective of our political 
activities at home, in acc with our doctrine of nationhood." 

Now, these passages from "Mein Kampf" raise the question, 
where did Hitler expect to find the increased territory beyond 
the 194l boundaries of Ge srmany? To this Hitler's answer is 
sufficiently explicit. Reviewing the history of the German Empire 
from 1871 to 1918, he wrote, in an early passage of "Mei Kampf , 't 

"Therefore, the only possibility which Germany ha: 
a sound territorial policy into effect was 

acquiring new territory in Europe itself. Colonies cannot serve 
this purpose so long as they are not suited for settlement by 
Europeans on a large scale. In the nineteenth century it was no 
longer possible to acquire such colonies by peaceful means. 
Therefore, any attempt at such a colonial expansion would have 


meant an enormous military struggle. Consequently it would have 
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been more practical to undertake that milita y struggle for new 


territory in Europe, rather than to wage war for the acquisition 
of possessions abroad. 
"Such a decision naturally demanded that the nation's 


undivided energies should be devoted to it. 
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of available energy on the part of everybody concerned, c:nnot be carried 
into effect by half measures or in a hesitant manner. The political 
leadership of the German Empire should then have been directed exclusively 
to this goal. No political step should have been taken in response to 
other considerations than this task and the means of accomplishing it, 
Germany should have been alive to the fact that such a goal could have been 
reached only by war, and the prospect of war should have been faced with 
calm and collected determination, 

"The whole system of alliances should have been envisaged and 
valued from that standpoint," 

And then, this is the vital sentence: 

"If new territory were to be acquired in Europe it must have been 
mainly at Russia's cost, and once again the new German Empire should have 
set out on its march along the same road as was formerly trodden by the 
Teutonic Knights, this time to acquire soil for the German plough by means 
of the German sword and thus provide the nation with its daily bread." 

To this program of expansion in the East Hitler returned again, 
at the end of Mein Kampf, After discussing the insufficiency of Germany's 
pre-war frontiers, he again points the path to the East and declares that 
the Drang nach Osten, the drive to the East, must be resumed; and he 
writes: 

"Therefore we National Soeialists have purposely drawn a line 
through the line of conduct followed by pre-war Germany in foreign 
policy. We put an end to the perpetual Germanic march towards the 
South and West of Europe and turn our eyes towards the lands of bhe East. 
We finally put a stop to the colonial and trade policy of pre-war times 
and pass over to the territorial policy of the future, 

"But when we speak of new territory in Europe today we must 


principally think of Russia and the border states subject to her," 


Now, Hitler was shrewd enough to see that his aggressive designs 


in the East might be endangered by a defensive alliance between Russia, 


France and perhaps England, His foreign policy, as outlined in MEIN KAMPF, 
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was to detach England and Italy from France and Russia and ‘to change the 
attitude of Germany towards France from the defensive to the offensive. 

And the final quotation from Mein Kampf comes fron page 570: 

"As long as the eternal conflict between France and Germany is 
waged only in the form of a German defence against the French attack , 
that conflitt can never be decided, and from century to century Germany 
will lose one position after another, If we study the changes that 
have taken place, from the twelfth century up to our day, in the finntiers 
within which the German language is spoken, we can hardly hope for a 
successful issue to result from the acceptance and development of a line 
of conduct which has hitherto been so detrimental for us. 

Only when the Germans have taken all this fully into account will 
they cease from allowing the national will-to-live to wear itself out 
in merely passive defences; but they will rally together for a last 
decisive contest with France. And in this contest the essential 
objective of the Geman nation will be fought for. Only then will it be 
Possible to put an end to the eternal Franco-German conflict which has 
hitherto proved so sterile, 

Of course it is here presumed that Germany sees in the suppression 
of France nothing more than a means which will make it possible for our 
people finally to expand in another quarter. Today there are eighty 
million Germans in Europe. And our foreign policy will be recognized as 


rightly conducted only when, after barely a hundred years, there will be 


250 million Germans living on this Continent, not packed together as the 


coolies in the factories of another Continent but as tillers of the soil 


and workers whose labour will be a mutual assurance for their existence," 
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I submit, therefore, that quite apart from the evidence already submitted 


to the Tribunal, the evidence of MEIN KAMPF, taken in conjunction with the 


facts of Nazi Germany's subsequent behaviour towards other countries, goes 


to show that from thevery first monent that- they attaincd power, and indeed 


long before that time, Hitler and his confi defendants were 


engaged in planning and preparing aggressive war as is alles 


in this Indictment. 


Events have proved, in the blood and misery of millions of men, women, 


end children, that MEIN KAMPF was no mere literary exercise to be treated with 
easy indifference, as unfortunately it was treated before the wa by tho 


he wa ose 
who were imperilled, but was the expression of a fanatical faith in force and 
fraud as the means to Nazi dominance in Evrope, if not in the whole world. 
The Prosecution's submission is that, accepting and propagatinz the jungle 

Mein Kampf, the Nazi federates who are indicted here 
Celiberately pushed our civilization over the precipice of war. 

THE PRESIDENT: The Tribunal will now acjo for ten minutes.

SIR DAVID MAXVELL FYFI Hay it pleas » Tribunal, the next stage of 
the Prosecution is the presentation of the 
defendants under Counts 1 and 2 of the Indictment. Before that is begun 
the Chief Prosecutors for the United States and sat Britaim wish, with the 
permission of the Tribunal, to make four points perfectly clear:- 

The object of this part of the casc is to collect, for the benefit first 
of the members of the Tribunal, anc secondly, of the Defense Counsel 
concerned, the evidence against each defendant under Counts 1 and 2 which has 
been presented by the British and American dclerationse Otherwise it would bi 
easy among the many documents alreacy before the Court to miss relevant 
pieces of evidence which the Tribunal might wish to consider and to which the 
defendants may wish to make 

This does not mean that the case against these defendants has in ay way 
endecle Vital end important parts of the case remain concerning the actual 
atrocities, both war crimes and crimes against humanity. The evidence in 

these will shortly be presented by the French Delegation and the 
Delegation of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, and when the massive 
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documentation of these crimes is placed before the Court, the French and 
Sovict Delegations will have the o-portunity of relatin: them to the individual 
defendants in the Dock. 

It has been the desire of all the Chief Prosecutors to delimit as clearly

as pessiblce the cvidence under the respective counts of the Indictcnte 


The Cocuments in evidence, howover, were not written with a view to this trial, 


and therefore many of them inevitably deal with offenscs uncer more than one 
count e It is by reason of this alone that some over-lapping and repetition 
necessarily cxistse 

Similarly, it may well cceur that as the French and Scviot cases are 
Ceveloped, documents may come to light which bear on the common plan of 
conspiracy, or the initiation of wars of arvression or other material 
connected with Counts 1 and 2. The American an? British Delegations will 
welcome any addition te the evidence on these parts of the case, which such 
documents may provide, and gladly receive such reinforcement from their French 
and Soviet colleagues. 

With this explanation I an very jrateful to the Tribunal fer allowing 
me to make ite I call on my friend Nre Albrecht to commence this part of

WR. ALBRECHT: Mey it please the Tribunal, I have been charged 
by the Chief of Counsel for the United States with the duty of pointing 
out, on the basis of evidence already admitted and of additional 
evidence that will be offered, the individual responsibility of these 
defendants for the crimes specified in counts I and II of the Indictment. 
When these defendants chosc to abandon everything that had been 
recognized as good in German life, and affirmatively participated in 
the work of achieving the objectives of the arty, we submit that they 


well knew what National Socialism stood for, They knew of the Program 


The official NSDAP progran with its 25 points was open and notorious. 
Announced and published to the world in 1920, it was published and re- 
~ublished and adverted to throughout the years. The Nazis made no 
secret of their intentions to make the Party program the fundamental 
law of the German State, The Nazis made no secret of their intentions 
generally, For all to read there was "Mein Kampf", the product of 
the warped brain of the Fuchrer, and there were the prolific writings 
and utterances of many other leaders who rose to prominence, some of 
whom are now sitting in the defendants! box, And Hitler himself had 
announce? that t Nazis would use force if necessary to achieve their 
purposcse 

Among these conspirators there were those who, like the defendants 
Hess, Rosenberg and Goering, were associated with Hitler since the 
very inception of the conspiracy, These men were among the original 


planners. They were the men who subsequently sct the pace and cast 


the mold for the future, But there were also other conspirators r (the 


balance of the defendants in the dock fit into this category), who = 
voluntarily — joined the conspiracy later. 

While these men may be characterized perhaps as callous, cruel or 
inhuman, they certainly may not be called cull or stupide They knew, 
and had had the opportunity to observe, the manifestations of Nazi 
violence and Nazi methods as the pattern of the Swastika developede 
They knewthe nature of what they were getting into, Therefore they mst 


be presumed to have had the desire to participate (and participate thcy 
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did) voluntarily, and so we submit that it may not validly be inferred 
that they did not join the stream of the conspiracy with their cyes 
open, with scienter, as the conspiracy gathcred momentum and ceveloped 
into a rushing torrent, 

Much evidence already has been admitted by the Tribunal of the 
overt acts of these Cefcndants, as well as of their fellow conspirators. 
We shall make no effort at this time to present an exhaustive recital 
of all crimes. Planned or initiated by these defendants, for which they 
must bear full responsibility beyond peradventure of doubt. The world 
already knows more of the evil deeds of these men anc of their co- 
conspirators than the proscuction possibly could hope to establish 
within the reasonable limits of tim id of men's patience, At this 
point we shall attenpt to focus attention mercly to illustrative criminal 
conduct of the incivicual conspirators, 

There is an advantace in proceeding, we submit, as we propose to 

of the Tribunal, to show in outline the extent 
to which those defendants have become implicated in the serious charges 
against theme In the case of many of these conspirators, a recital 
of all their crimes will relate to Several of the categories of crimes 
lescribed in Counts I and II of the Indictuente We shall draw these 


various threads together l Wg asl have said, the outline of the 


completed proof, as it were, within Counts I of the Incictment, against 


the individual conspirators, 

Thus, on behalf of the United States I shall commence to show how 
some of these defendants fit into the broad stream of the common plan 
or conspiracy to wage aggressive war, and the extent of their incividual 
responsibility for their a in pursuance of that conspiracy. 

First of all, we mention the late ROBERT LEY who, by recourse to

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‘ostruction, has cscaned all punigkment for his participation in the 
conspiracy. 

Next we mention GUSTAV KRUPP von ROHLEY und HALBACH, the action 
arainst whom has been scvered from this proceeding.

I next mention the Defendant Ernst Kaltenbrunner, whose case has been 
completely ‘presented in connection with the presertation onthe Gestapo and the 
SD as criminal orgenizations. We submit that further proof is not reeded to 
prove how completely this enemy of his owm fatherdcnd, Austria, had been carried 


along in the stream of the conspiracy. 


We pass then to the case of, perhaps, the most important conspirator 
on trial before this Tribuna; the number two Nagi. - the Nazi who stood next 
to the Fuhrer himself; the Nazi who was in some respects even more dangerous 
han the Fuhrer and other leading Party leaders. 

We say that he was more dangerous becaus@ inlike many leading Nazis, 
including Hitler, = who wcre morally and sociall.y on the fringes of society 
before the Nazi Party rode to success in 1933, = this conspirator was known to 
come of substantial family which had furnished officers to the army amd 
important civil servants to the country in the past. Moreover he was 
possessed of substantial appearance, an ingratiating man ner, a certain 
affability. But all of these facets of character were but deceptions, because 
they helped to conceal the man's core of steel, his vindictiveness, his cruelty, 
his lust for self-adornment, self-glorification and. power. 

This man was most dangerous, furthermore, because the outward 
characteristics to which I have called attention and which he has to some 
extent demonstated here in the presence of the Tribunal, were useful in 
deceiving the representatives of foreign states who, in their concern, sought 
to learn from him the true intentions of the Nazi State which, by its repeated 
flouting of its international commitments, had so s eriously disturbed the 
tranquility of the world since 1933. 

And I think that the record should show how, throughout the earlier 


stages of this trial, that is, before the nature of the documentary evidence 
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offered by the prosecution became too grim and almost implausible, much of the 


benevolence of this conspirator, his evere-ready smile and ingratiating manner, 


were daily in evidence in this chamber. His ready affirmation, by a pleasant 


nod for all to see, of the correctness of statements made or the contents of doce 
uments offered by counsel, his chiding shake of the head when he disagreed with 
such facts, were commonplace.

His chief tool in that œnnection was the Prussian Police which 
remained under his jurisdiction until 1936. As early as February 1933 he 
directed the entire police force to render unqualified assistance to 
military organizations supporting the new Government, such as the SA and 
and to crush all political opponents with firearms, if necessary, and rega 
of the consequences, The Tribunal will take judicial notice of the Directives 


of 10 and 17 Ferruary 1933, which are cited

Soon after he hecame Prime Minister of Prussia, in pursuance of the

details of which organization of terror were presented to the Court by my 
learned colleame, Colonel Storey. As early as 26 April 1933 he signed the 
first law officially establishing the Gestapo in Prussia; ani pursuant to 
a decree which he signed, he named himself as Frime Minister, Chief of the 
Prussian Secret State Police. 

G8ring was undoubtedly an efficient conspirator. He was impatient 
to consolidate the power of the Party at home. Already in Spring 1933 the 
concentration camps were established in Prussia. Men and women so-called 
"Marxists", and other political opponents, taken into custody by the Gestapo, 
were throvm into concentration camps without trial.. Giring said, "Against 
the enemies of the State we mst proceed ruthlessly.” That statement appears in 
our document 23h-PS, which is already in evidence as U.Sadte Exhibit 233. 

The range of political terrorism under his leadership was almost 


limitless. A glance at a few of his police 
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directives in those early days will indicate the extent and 


thoroughness with which every dissident voice was silenced. 


I ask the Tribunal to take judicial notice of some of these 
decrees in the same collection I mentioned a short while ago

have cited these decrees on pages 9 and 10 of our brief. These 
include: 

(2) Directive of 22 June 1933, which required all officials 
to watch the statements of civil servants and to denounce to the 
Defendant Gocring those who made critical remarks. The failure 
to make such reports was to be regarded as 1 hostile 
attitude. Then there was the directive of 23 June 1933, which 
suppressed all activities of the Social Democratic Party, 
including meetings and the Party Press, and ordered the 
confiscation of its property. There was the directive of 30 
June 1933, which directed the Gestapo authorities to report to 
the Labor Trustees on the political atti’ f the workers. 

he directive of 15 January 1934, which ordered the 
Gestapo and the frontier police to kecp track of emigres, 
particularly political emigres and Jews residing in neighbouring 
countries, and to arrest them and put them in concentration camps 
if they returned to Germany. 

The essential ruthlessness of Goering is further illustrated 
by a well-known bloody episode. After the elimination of forces 
of the opposition, the Nazis felt it necessary to dispose of 
nonconformists within their own ranks. This they accomplished 
in what has become known as the Roehm purge of 30 June, 1934. 
The Defendant Frick, a chief conspirator in his om rigzht, 
stated in that connection, in an affidavit, that many people were 
murdered who had nothing to do with the internal SA revolt, but 


who were "just not liked very well."

Gocring's role in this sordid affair was related less than 
two weeks after the event by Hitler in a specch to the Reichstag, 
and I would like to offer in evidence as USA Exhibit 576 our 
document 342-PS, in which is contained the speech of Hitler, 
made on the 13th of July, 1934, in the Reichstag. It is published 
in "Das Archiv," Vol. 4-6, at page 505. I quote, 

"Meanwhile Minister-President Goering had already received 
my instructions that in case of a purge he was to take analagous 
measures at once in Berlin and in Prussia. With an iron fist he 
beat down the attack on the National Socialist State before it 
could develop," 

With the accession of the Nazis to power, Gocring at once 
assumed a number of the highest and most influential positions 


also in the Reich. The ‘£ already presented on the composition 
t

and functions of the Reich Cabinet, and of the offices held by 


Gocring, shows him to have been, in fact, the most important 
exccutive of the N 

A member of the Reichstag since 1928, and its President since 
1932, he was a member of the Cabinet from the beginning as Reich 
Sinister without portfolio. Shortly thereafter, he rececivcd the 
portfolio as Reich Minister for Air. When, in an early meeting, 
the Cabinct discussed the pending Enabling Act, which gave the 
Cabinet plenary powers of legislation, he offered the suggestion 
that the required two-thirds majority might be obtained simply by 
refusing admittance to Social Democratic delegates. I offer in 
evidence, as USA Exhibit a our document 2962-PS, which contains 
the minutes of that meeting. If your Honors will note, that 
mecting was held on the 15th of March, 1933, and there were present, 
besides the Defendant Goering, the Defendants von Papen, 
von Neurath, Frick and Funk. I read from page 6 of that document. 


Reich Minister Goering expressed his conviction that the 


Enabling Act would be passed with the necessary two-thirds majority.

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Possibly a majority could be obtained by banishing several 
Social Democrats from the hall. Possibly the Social Democrats 
would oven refrain trom voting on the Enabling Act." 

In 1935, with the unmasking of a secret Luftwaffe, Goering 
became its Commander=in-Chicef. He sat as a member and the Fuchrer's 
Deputy on the Reich Defense Counci established by the secret law 
of the 2lst of iay, 1933. The purpose of that Council was, as 
stated by the Defendant Frick, in an affidavit that is in 
evidence--and I quote: 

"To plan preparations and decrees in case of war which later 
on were published by the Ministerial Council for the Defense of the 


Ako 


Reich," 
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His assumption of ever greater responsibility seemed limitless. In 
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1936 Goering was made Plenipotentiary for the Four Year Plan, whereby he 
acquired plenary legislative and administrative powers over all German 
economic life. In 1938 he became a member of the Secret Cabinet Council, 
which had been establishec to act as “an advisory board in the direction 
of foreign policy." 

The Ministerial Council for the Defense of the Reich, created in 1939, 


took over, in effect, all of the legislative powers of the Cabinet, 


which had not been reserve? otherwise, and Goering became its Chairman. 


His efficient and ruthless services were recognized by Hitler in 
1939, when he designated Goering as his successor, as heir apparent to 
the "New Order". 

In April, 1936, Geering was appointed Coordinator for Raw Materials 
and Foreign Exchange and empowered to supervise all State and Party activities 

scsi 

in these fields. I offer in support of that fact as U.SeA. Exhibit 577, 
our Document 2827, which is an excerpt from "Ruchle, Das Dritte Reich." 
I read from the fourth paragraph of the excerpt, if your Hofor please, 
which is an excerpt from a cecree signed by Hitler, and it reads as follows: 

"Prime Minister Cole General Goering will take the measures necessary 
for the accomplishment of the tasksgiven to him, and has the authority 
to issue decrees and general administrative directives. He, for this pur- 
pose, is authcrized to question and issue directives to all authorities, 
including the highest keich authorities, and all agencies of the Party, 
its formations and attached organizations." 

In this capacity Goering convenec the War Minister, the Defendant 
Schacht, as Minister of Economics, and Fresident of the Reichsbank, and 
the Finance Minister for the Reich, and State of Frussia, to discuss 
inter-agency problems, connected with war mobilization. At a meeting of 
this group on the 12th of May, 1936, when the question of the prohibitive 
cost of synthetic raw material substitutes arose, Goering decided: 

"If we have war tomorrow we must help ourselves by substitutes. 
Then money will not play any role at alle If that is the case, then we 


must be ready to create the prerequisites for that, in peace." 
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A few days later, on the 27th of ay, 1936, at a mecting of the 
same group, Goering opposed any limitations dictated by orthodox finan- 
cial policies. He said that "all measures are to be considered from the 
standpoint of an assured waging of ware" 

The well-known Four Year Flan was proclaimed by Hitler at the 1936 
Nurnberg Party Daye Goering was appointed Plenipotentiary in charge of 


the program, which was intended to achieve national self-sufficiency. 


Furthermore, Goering commented in 1936 that his ebief task as Plenipotent iary 


was "to put the whole econcmy on a war footing within four years." I would 
like to offer into evitence as UsSeA. Exhibit 579, our Document EC L08, 

so that I may direct the Tribunal's attention to a memorandum, dated the 
30th cf December, 1936, of the Lefense Division of the Wehrmacht, entitled 


Afa ~ 
"Memorandum 
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on the Four Year Plan and Preparation of the War Economy" and in the third 
paragraph of the translation or at page 2, in the middle of paragraph numbered 
3 in the German original, thore is the statement registered in the protocol, in 
the memorandum, that: 

"Minister President Colonel Genersl Goring, as Comuissioncr for the Four 
Year Plan, by authority of the Fuchrer and Reich Chancellor, granted 18 of 
October, 1936. 

"is regords the war economy, Minister President Colonel Generel Goering 
sees it as his task twithin four years to put the entire economy in a state 
of readiness for war.?" 

The Exhibit from which I have just rosd, is of interest becouse of another 
document that has just been brought to the attention of the prosecution, It is 
a note for the files, dated 2 December, 1936, written in longhand, on the 
letterhead of "Prime Minister Colonel General Govring" and is in the handwriting 
of Colonel Bodenschatz, Goering's Chief of Staff, I offer this mencrandum as 
U.S.A. Exhibit 580, It is our Document 3L74-PS, and I direct the Tribunalts 
attention to the fact that the date of this document is the second of Decanber, 
1936, That was a conference, apparently at which 211l the chief officers and 
generals of the Air Force, German Air Force met. Besides the Defendant Gocring, 
there was General Milch, Gencral Kesselring » Rucdel, Stumpf, Christiansen, and 
ell the top commasnders of the Air Force and I read: 

"World press excited bout the landing of 5000 German voluntccrs in Spain, 
Official complaint by Great Britain; she takes up connection with France. 

"Italy suggests that Germany and Italy send, each, one division ground 
troops to Spnin, It is, however, necessary that It aly, as intcrested Mediter- 
ranean power, issues a politics] declaration first. A decision can only be 
expected in a few days, 

"The general situstion is very serious. Russian wants the war. England 
rearms speedily. Commend therefore: beginning today htchste Winsatzbercit= 
schaft ==," 

Apparently the translatae did not sce fit to translate thot word, which

Keppler ought to ask therefore by telephone!" 

If I may direct your attention to the upper righthand corner, there 
is another note in pencil, "Transmitted to Mre Keppler on 11 February 

Miss Cest" anc it is signed with initial "G", which in this 
casey however, we are quite cure is the initial of liss Grundmann who 
was one of Goering's secretaries.

The third document I offer an USA Exhibit 535, our Document 3),71-PS,

The first letter of this exhibit is written by the same Keppler to the 


same Po’enschatz mentioned a short while agos but who is now a generale 
I shall not read from this exni it, with the permission of the Tribunal, 
but I shall briefly summarize it. This letter and tho annexes show that 
Leopold, the Nazi Lancesleiter in Austria, was apparently not completely 
amenable to the orders given by Berlin, anc. pursued his own mothocs for 
accomplishing an Anschluss. The second annex to this letter, addressed 
to Keppler, who appears from this letter to have been an SS Obergruppen= 
fuchrer, shows that prominent Nazis hac ceclared themselves in favor of 
a Major Klaussner to succeed Leopold as Lancesleiterg and I would like 


to call the Tribunal's attentiin to the fact that in the left margin of

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the covering letter appcar some rec crayon marks in the characteristic 
color employed on several occasions, to our knowledge, by Gocring and 
they would seem to show that Goering personally hac secen these cocumcnts, 
and that General Bocenschatz had brought them to his attention, In any 
event these letters again demoi.strate that Goering was one of the princi- 
ple conspirstors in the Austrian affaire 

When the time finally came on 11 March 1938, to consummate the 
Anschluss, Goering was in complete commande Throughout the afternoon 
and evening of that cay he directed by telephone the activities of the 
Defendant Scyss=<Inquart and of the other Nazi conspirators in Vicnnae 
The pertinent portions of these tclephone conversations » it will be 
remembered, were read into the recorde 

It will be recalled that carly on the same evening of 11 March 1938 n 
he dictated to the čĉofenčant Seyss-Inquart the telegram, which the 
letter was sent to Berlin, rcquestiny the Nazi Government to sene 
Gorman troops to "prevent bloodshede" Two days later he was able to 
call the defendant Ribbentrop in London and ‘leefully relate to him 
of his success, and that "this story that we hac ¿ivon ən ultimatum is 
just foolish gossip" 

If I may advort for a moment, that passage I just alluñed to was 
read into the record as page “le 

Similarly Gocring played an important role in the attack on 
Czechoslovakia In March of 1238, at the time of the "Anschluss", 


he hac siven a solemn assurance to the Czechoslovakian Minister in 


Berlin that the developments in Austria would in no way have a cetri= 


mental influence on the rolations between Germany and Czechoslovakiag

anc. he had emphasized the continued carnest enceavor on the part of 


Germany to improve these relations, In this connection, Gocring had

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` On the other hand, in his address to German airplane nmufscturers on 


-8 July 1938, which I have slready mentioned, he made his private views on 
this subject, which were hardly consistent with his solemn official strate- 
ments, abundantly clear. 

On 14 October 1938, shortly after the Munich sgrcoment, rt a conference 
in the Air Ministry, G8ring statea th: the Sudetenland had to be exploited 
with all mecns, anc that he counted upon a complete industrial assimilation 
of Czechoslovakia, ieanwhile, as pro: f befare the Tribunal shows, he was 
deceiving the representatives of the puppet Slovekian government to the sane 
end. 

In the following yesr, with the rape of Czechoslov-kis. complete, GSring 
frankly stated what Germany's purpose hed been throughout the whole affair 
He explained that the incorporation of Bohemia and Mornvir into the German 
econamy had taken place, among other reasons, in order to i ASE > German 
war potentiel by exploitation of the industry there, 

G8ring was also a moving force in the later crimes against the peace. As 
the successor designate to Hitler, Chief of the Air Forces and Economic Czar 
of Greater Germany, he was a party to all the planning for military operations 
of the Nazi forces inthe east and in the west, 

In the Polish affair, for example, it was G8ring who on 31 January 1935 
gave assurances to the Polish Governuent through Count Czenmbek 2s revealed in 
the Polish White Book, of which I ask the Tribunal to take Judicial notice 
that "there should he not the slightest fear in Poland that on the German 


side it (meaning the German-Polish alliance) would not be continued in the 


future." Yet, four years later, GBring helped to formulate plans for the 


ruthless invasion of Polish territory. 

In respect of the attack upon the Soviet Union, the documents already 
introduced prove that plans for the ruthless exploitation of Sovict territory 
were mde months in advance of the opening of hostilities, Gtring was placed 
in charge of this army of spoliation, whose mission was that of "seizing ra 
materials nnd taking over all import:.nt concerns," 


But these specific instancvs cited are merely illustrative of G8ring's 


activities in the field of aggressive wir. On pages 20, 21 and 22 of our 
-2311- 
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Mirit there sppeors 2 list of docwisnts - by no mesns exhaustive - previously 
» offered by the prosecution, which cemonstrate Gëring's knowledge of and 
continued participation in the Nazi war progran. 

We turn now to G8ring's responsibility for planning and his participstion 
in the procurement of forced labor, the deportation and enslevuient of 
residents of occupied territories, the employment of prisoners of war in war 
industry, the looting of works of art, and the germanization and spoliation 
of countries overrun by the Nazis, 

Evidence previously introduced hss detailed the slave labor program of 
the Nazi conspirators, and has shown its two purposes, both of thom criuiml, 
The first was to satisfy the labor requirements of the Nazi war machine by 
forcing residents of occupied countries to work in Germany, The second purpose 
was to destroy or weaken the peoples of the occupied territories, It hos been 
shown that millions of foreign workers were t-ken to Germany, for the most part 
under pressure and senernlly by physical force, that these workers were forced 
to labor umer conditions of indeserioable brutality and degradation, and that 
often they were used in factories oni industries devoted exclusively to the pro- 
duction of munitions of war, 

G8ring was at 211 times implicated in the slave lzbor program. Recruit- 
ment and allocation of manpuwer and dvtcurmination of working conditions were 
included in his jurisdiction as Plenip otentiary for the Four Year Plan, and 
fron its beginning a part of the Four Year Plan Office was devoted to such 

a 
work, I əsk the Tribunal to take judicial notice of our Document 1862-Ps, 
in this connection, and with the permission of the Tribuncl I shall not read 
the same, 

Orcinance for the Execution of the Four Year Plan, dated 18 October

On 27 March 19h42, the defendant Georing issued his irportant enabling 
Gecree in pursuance of the decree of the Fuhrer of 21 March 192. Tho 
Tribunal has alreacy judiciall y noted this decree which is our document

Since the defendant Sauckel was an authority under the Fuw Year Plan, 
the defendant Goring retains full responsibility for the enorncus war crines 
comütted by Sauckel as Plenipotentiary-General for Man DOWEL e These crimes 
have been the subject of our presentations on Slave Labor and on the Lliegal 
Use of Prisoners of War. 


It was also proven on these present tions that the Nagi conspirators

From time foregoing documents, the complicity of the 
Defendant Goering in the plans for the ruthless explotation of 
Poland clearly appears. But his fine hand also may be found behind 
the remainder of the Nazi plans for Poland. As an illustration, 
it was the Defendant Goering who Signed, with Hitler an 
Defendant Keitel, the secret decree of 7 October 1939 whict 
entrusted Himmler with the task of executing the Germanization 
progran. That secret decree was d into evidence 
1522-23, 

Evidence already introduced has shown from the 
Himmler, the Defendant Frank and 
involved in hugen suffering and degradation. 

Similarly, it was the Defendant Go sring who, by virtue of his 
powers as Plenfpotentiary for the Four Yea: Plan, issued a decree 
on 17 September 1940 concornine confiscations in the incorporated 
Eastern territories. This decrce applied to "property of citizens 
of the former Polish State within the territory of the Greater 


German Reich, including the incorporated Eastern territories,"

It has been show also that the Nazis planned to incorporate Galicia and 


all of the Baltic countries into Germany and to convert the Crimea, an 
area North of the Crimoa, the Volga territory, and the cistrict around 
Baku into German coloniose 

Ey 29 April 19h1, alaost two months prior to the invasion of the 
Sovict Union, it appearsthat Hitler hac ontrustec the Defendant Goering 
with the over-all direction of the economic administration in the area 
of operations anc in the areas uncer political administratione It further 
appears that Goerin: hac set up en economic staff anc subsidiary authoritics 
to carry out this function, 

The form of this organization created by Goerins, and the cutics of 
its various sections apear more clearly in a set of cirectives "for the 
operation of the economy in the newly occupied territories" issued by 
Goering, as Reichsmarshal of the Greater German Reich, in June 191. These 
Cireetives are contained in the inportant "Green Portfolio" which curiously 

cht. By the terms of these Ciroctives, 
it is Stated that "The orders of the Reich Marshal cover all economic 
fislds, including nutrition anc agriculture, They are to be executed by 
the subordinate economic offices," 

an "Economic Staff, East" was charged with the execution of orcers 
transmitted to it from higher authority.

Lt is, therefore, wrong to fvinel off 
food supplies for this purpose, if it is done ut the expense of the Arny 
and necessitates incress°d supplies fron hone," 

From the foregoing cocuments, partici; ..lon of the defendant 
Goering in th: Nazi plans for cow:ittin: wholesale war crimes in occupicd 
territories is, we submit, clear, 

I ‘urn now to Goering's planning cud his participation in inhumane 
acts comm’ sted against civilian populatio:: before and during the war. 

It has been shown that shortly after beco ing Prime Minister of russia in 
1933, Goering created the Gestapo in Prussis, which bec.me a model for that 
instrumcat of terror as it was extended to the rest of Germonyes Concentratio: 
camps were established in Prussia in the spring of 1933 under his 
administration, and these carps were then placed in charge of the Gestapo, 

of wnich he was chief, 

The extent to which Goex ine ana the other Nazi. conspirators 
employed these institutions as .zencies for the commission of their crimes 
already appears from the evidences In 1936 Hinmlur became chief of the 
German polices, Thereafter, voeriny was ole to devote his attention 
chiefly to the task of creating the Gor n Air Force and to the task of 
preparing the nation economically for agressive ware However, he 
continued >o be concerned with these institutions of his creation, An 
example o1 this is shown in our document iS8-PSeI, already introduced as 
USA Exhibit 221, which is a teletype sent by Goering to Himmler in whieh 
he requested the latter to place at his disposal as grent a number of 
concentration camp innates as possible, as the situation of air warfare 
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made the subterranean transfer of industry NECESSAY o 

In his reply, Himmler advised Go sring by teletype that a survey 
on the employment of prisoners in the aviation industry showed that 36,000 
were being enployed for the purposes of the Air Forces and that an increase 
to a total of 90,000 prisoners was being contcumpls>ted. 

Evidence has been introduc d as to Medical experiments performed 
on human beings at the concentratia camp at Dachau, and the part that 
Field Marshal Milch, State Secretary and Deputy to the defendant Goering 
as Air Minister, for whose acts the latter oust bear full responsi! ility, 
is abundantly clear fron letters written by Milch to Gen, ral Wolff on 
20 May 1942 and to Himnler in Ausust, 1942, both of which have been read 
in cvidenee at page 1850 of the ree. rd, our document 3L3=F5S, 

Finally, I turn to Goering's participation and planning for 
the elirination of all merbers of the dewisi. race from the economie life 
of Germany and in the planned exterminution of 212 Jews fron the continent 
of Europe, 

In 1935, the defendant Yoerin fy &8 President of the Reichstag, made 
a Speech, weging that body bo pass the infanous wurnberg race laws. L 
offer as USA Exhibit 588 our cocunent 3456-23, waich is an excerpt from 
Ruhle, Das Dritte Reich, page 257e Goering saids 

"God has created the races, Ee dad not want equality and therefore 
we energetically reject any attempt to falsify the concept of race purity 
by making it equivalent with racial equality. We have experienced what 
it means when a people has to live in accordance with the laws of cn 
equality that are alien to its kind and contrary to nature., lor this 
equality does not exist, We have never ac snowledged sxch an iden and 
therefore must reject it also, as a matter of princi le, in our laws, and 
we must acknowledze that purity of race which Naturo and Providence have 
destined," 

Again, to show his official attitude, as r-vealed on 26 Mareh 1938 
in a speech in Vionna, I offer as USA Echibis 37 our d.cunent 3460—PS, 


starting with pages 348. Goering said: 
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"I must address myself with a scrious word to the city of Vienna, 
The city of Vienna can no longer rightfully be called a German city.

This was 
followed by membership on the Nagi Reichstag in Nova.ber 1933, 2nd in the 
Party organizations he became an Oberfuchrcr in the SS, ond was subsequently 
promoted to SS Gruppenfuchrer in 1938, and to Ok ergruppenfuchrer., Thercafter 
he obtained the official government-1 positions. 

On the 24 April 1934 he wis appointed Delegate of the Reich Goverment 
in maticrs of Disarmament, It was after Germany hed left the disarmament 
confcrence, In this capreity he visited London, forcign capitals, He ws 
then jiven a more important, and certcirly, 2 maro designing title, the German 
iiinister Plenipotentiary at Large, anà it was in that enpacity that he 
negoti-ted the Anglo-German Naval Agreement of 1935, 

In linrch 1936 after the Nazi Government had re ccupied the Rhineland 
zone, which had been demilitarized in recardance with the terms of the

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Versailles and Locarno Treaties, and the matter was brought before the Council
